spasms. Even where these arc not 
present, Dr. Weisenburg shows the pa- 
tient's condition In his pictures by 
marking on their bodies with colored 
chalk or with charcoal to indicate 
where disturbances Of sensation occur, 
Such as loss of feeling or of the tem- 
perature sense. N'o effort has appax» 
ently been made to employ the cinema- 
tograph in recordllng the symptoms of

tions, and no doubt doing a certain 
amount of good to those who apply to 
them for the only kind of help they 
are capable of receiving. University ex- 
tension teaching originated In Cam- 
bridge, Knghind. and It has been car- 
ried on for forty years In the Hrltlsh

Wisconsin's Chances Good For

Chicago, Oct. 23.— That this year's 
battle for the football championship of 
the Western Conference Is going to be 
one of the best noted In the middle 
West in some years Is the opinion of 
those who have followed the work of 
the "Big Nine!" in their practise, and 
games to date. 

Last fall It early became evident that 
the University of Wisconsin was going 
to capture the title and the Badgers 
have started out this fall with a splen- 
did lot of candidates; but that they 
will not be able to take the title again 
this year without a much harder strug- 
gle than last fall is already apparent. 
In fact the time game, played with 
Purdue last Saturday may result in 
their elimination from the honors or in 
placing them lu a tie with some other 
college. 

This week will find Chicago playing 
Purdue In what Is expected to be a 
very important match. Chicago has won 
both of her games to date, having de- 
feated Indiana and Iowa In turn. Pur- 
due has won two of her games and tied 
In the other, so that unless this week's 
game results in a tie one of these two 
teams will be eliminated from the title, 
Coach Stagg has a very good eleven 
representing the Maroon this fall and 
is expected to put up a great battle, 

That Purdue tied Wisconsin was not 
much of a surprise to those who have 
followed the team this fall, although 
outsiders had not looked for It.

Last night the Students' Council definitely decided to do noth- 
ing in regard to the rc-establisnvent of a Theatre Night at McGill. 
This decision was come lo because of the fact that in nineteen hun- 
dred and twelve, at a meeting of the Students' Society, a vote was 
passed abolishing this custom, and since then nothing further has 
been done about it. 

The situation is unfortunate for several reasons. Theatre Night 
has always been held early in the year and it will soon be too late 
to have one this session. The only thing to be done now, if a Thea- 
tre Night is really wanted by a majority of the students, is to call a 
special meeting under the constitution and vote this function into ex- 
istence again. It is doubtful, however, if there is a sufficient feeling 
in favor of returning to this old custom, to warrant any expectation 
of a special meeting being called. The move would be certain of a 
popular reception should it be started, but. the Council having decid- 
ed to do nothing, there is not much likelihood of the students them- 
selves taking the initiative. 

As pointed out in these columns on previous occasions, a Thea- 
tre Night would be most desirable. It has always provided a pleasant 
break in the first few weeks of the session, and gives the first two 
years an opportunity of becoming better acquainted. The influence 
which it exerts on the incoming Freshman class, in fostering a spirit 
of camaraderie among the different members of the year, and of 
loyalty to the Alma Mater, would also be a great asset to the Uni- 
versity. The advantages to be derived from a Theatre Night, how- 
ever, are shared by the Juniors and Seniors as well as the first two 
years. An evening's entertainment, which could not possibly be du- 
plicated under any circumstances, is provided, and at its conclusion 
everyone in college feels that he knows everyone else. Theatre Night 
has always been the most popular and beneficial event of the Uni- 
versity session and, if it is not to be re-established this year, steps 
should be taken to ensure its being held next year and every year 
thereafter.

HOCKEY PROSPECTS 



Indications point to a boom in hockey at McGill this winter. 
Prospects are bright for a strong senior team and, if the application 
of the Hockey Club for admission to the City League series be ac- 
cepted, an opportunity will be given for the development of a crack 
second seven. 

In every other branch of sport but hockey, McGill athletes arc 
given sufficient opportunity to develop their abilities. The three foot- 
ball teams are all entered in leagues which include enough teams to 
provide an adequate series of games to fill out a complete season's 
schedule. The track season, although short, is crowded with meets, 
while the basketball, swimming and other clubs are always able to 

arrange enough games. 

The hockey team, however, has been forced to travel to the 
United States every year in order to get into condition for the short 
season of six games in the Intercollegiate. The second team is in an 
even worse position, having, as a rule, but two scheduled games to 
play. If a team is entered in the City League, however, the sec- 
onds will he able to enjoy a full season of games, while the senior 
men will also have an opportunity of taking part when it is necessary 
to get into condition. 

Another advantage which m ust not be overlooked is the finan- 
cial return which the City League seven would undoubtedly bring. 
Almost every year the hockey club finishes the season with a large 
deficit, due principally to the fewness of the games played. With 
a match every Monday night at which there would be a small crowd 
at least, this deficit might be turned into a surplus. 

The Hockey Club should consider the matter carefully, how- 
ever, before any definite action is taken. Last year there was con- 
siderable trouble in the City Hockey League over alleged profession- 
alism in the ranks of certain teams, and there was sufficient proof of 
this element's existence to cause a new league to be formed. Many 
of the McGill hockey players take part in other forms of athletics 
and to protect them from any possibility of being rated as profession- 
als, an exhaustive enquiry will have to be made into the standing of 
the players on the different teams composing the league. If every- 
thing turns out to be satisfactory there is no reason why McGill 
should not have a team in the City League, and, if this happens 
hockey at the University will be given a much-needed impetus.
